and if the letter is pot safely delivered 
to the addressee, an indemnity of §10 is 
paid to the loser. A graduated series of 
Tees is so arranged that'the sender of a 
parcel ..can instireMt. up, to' §260, .this 
maximum .guarantee requiring the pay¬ 
ment of "’22 cents. The parcel must be 
I'matked'with its value. 

Ib is stated - in the postal regulations 
iof file United Kingdom, ..rather q.uaint- 
Jy, that payment of such insurance will 
be made'bythe.postmaster general “not 
in consequence of legal liability, but 
^voluntarily arid.’ as an act of grace. ” 
Registration of.. money.. or jewelry is 
compulsory ; such articles are not- per¬ 
mitted to bo sent in the ordinary mails. 
At the same time parcels addressed to 
foreign parts cannot be. registered, 
•though‘ for India 'they may be insured. 
The British government pays up to §10 
for the value of any ordinary unregister¬ 
ed package that is lost in its mail serv 
ice:

This is a trifle 
compared with the money gained that 
would accrue totke government from 
the increase in the registry business that 
would follow the acceptance of the in¬ 
demnity plan. The latter would take 
from the ordinary mails a vast number 
of money letters and would make the' 
transmission of such letters much more 
safe. '- : to:’ 

The registry‘system practically gre r ’ 
vents dishonesty on the part of postal’ 
employees. Every person who handles 
a registered letter or package must give 
a receipt for if. ' If it is lost,' the postof*. 
fice department can put its band, so to 
speak, on the spot where it disappeared. 

It can go right to the individual who 
had 'tot when it vanished and can' hold 
him responsible. If it'is a case of thefts 
it is known-exactly at wbat spot search 
ought to be, begun, and the missing 
package or letter is very apt to be re¬ 
covered. »•■”.' 

It is considered most desirable that 
valuable . packages should be taken out 
of the ordinary mails, where their pres¬ 
ence is a constant teinptatiori to postal 
employees. Thefts by 'them involve 
heavy expenses, for detective work, 1 
| trials, etc. Thousands of people make a 
regular practice of sendingmoneyin the 
ordinary mails because ; they believe 
that tbe chances of loss are increased by 
registration.—New'York World. to

It is not well to let the air out of ths 
tires entirely.
